a. figure exceeding $2,000,000,000. He is 
a direct descendant of Solomon Roths- 
child, founder. of the Austrian branch 
of the Rothschild family. 

Other branches were founded in the 
eighteenth century in Manchester, En- 
gland; Paris, ‘Frankfort and in Italy. 
The branches have kept their individual- 
ity to some extent, but are closely asso- 
ciated in the great financial undertak- 
ings which have made the family fa- 
mous.

Jewell H. Aubere, for the last eight 
years Washington correspondent of the 
Globe-Democrat, died Tuesday of heart 
disease in Washington, according to As- 
sociated Press dispatches. He had been 
in poor health a year, but his death was 


unexpected. 

Aubere began his newspaper work as 
a reporter for the Globe-Democrat, and 
soon manifested a keenness for politicai 
stories. Walter B. Stevens was then 
chief political reporter for the newspa- 
per, and Aubere assisted him. 

Stevens, 
constituted the Globe-Democrat’s staff 
o 6 6“cover’’ the national convention 
which nominated McKinley in 189%, and 
the subsequent convention in . Chicago 
which gave Bryan his first nomination.

When the Spanish-American War 
broke out, Aubere was assigned to ac- 
company St. Louis troops. He went 
first to Tennessee, and thence to Key 
West. 

After the war was over, Aubere was 
sent to Washington as assistant to 
Stevens, then the Globe-Democrat’s cor- 
respondent there, and when, in 1901, 
Stevens was made Secretary of. the 
Louisana Purchase Exposition Associa- 
tion, Aubere succeeded him at Wash- 
ington. 

Aubere had a wide circle of friends, 
and was well. informed on political and 
legislative subjects. He wrote fluently 
and vigorously, and was on terms of 
close friendship with many conspicuous 
politicians... He was married and hae@ 
two children. Two sistefs live in Ha- 
vana, Ill.

Board of Revision’s Action 
Also Includes Large Num- 
ber of Merchants.

Licenses of merchants and manufac- 
turers have been greatly increased by 
the License Board of Revision, which 
adjourned Tuesday, after a session ef 
24 days. The merchants and manufac- 


turers whose licenses have been in 


creased are said to be making stren- 


uous complaints to License Collector 
Louis Alt. 

No figures as to the extent of the 
increase were given out by Mr. Alt, 
but he stated that the increase will be 
very large. There are 13,000 merchants 
and manufacturers in St. Louis sub- 
ject to a Hcense tax. 

The tendency of the Board has been 
to increase their taxes in every way pos- 
sible. It is stated at the City Hall that 
the administration expects to raise 
enough money by the increase in license 
taxes and the reduction of sewer and 
health department appropriations to 
meet the excess cost over the estimates 
of the free bridge and riuhicipal build- 
ings. 

The municipal buildings wiil cost $800,- 
000 in excess of the appropriations and 
the free bridge will cost $500,000. 

The members of thé License Board of 
Revision are F. H. Braden, H. C. Krale- 
mann and C. B. Burnan. 

The administration is said to favor 
raising revenue by increasing the as- 
sessments, rather than by increasing the 
rate of taxation, which probably — will 
be necessary unless some means of get- 
ting the required money is found. To 
escape the criticism that naturally 
would follow an increase in the rate of 
taxation the administration prefers, it 
is said, to fight it out with the individ- 
uals whose assessments are increased.

Andrew Drew a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, and Capt. John Berry, winner 
of the Indianapolis cup race, ascended 
in the balloon Melba at 12:02 p. m. Tues- 
day. 

The start was made from the Laclede 
Gas Light Company’s yards at 2d and 
Rutger streets. 

Drew and Berry hope to break all 
records for a four-hour flight. Their 
expectation is based on the fact that 
they are the lightest pair of aeronauts 
who ever ascended from St. Louis, 
their combined weight being 240 potihds. 

M. A. Heimann, owner of the Melba, 
is the present holder of the four-hour 
flight record. His weight is 220 pounds 
and he had with him a pflot’ weighing 


120 pounds when he made the record. 


The distance covered by Heimann was 
70 miles. 

The Melba .rose straight in the air 
when the word was given and passed 
clear of cinder piles, smokestacks and 
other obstructions. After reaching ‘an al- 
titude of. 1000 feet, the big gas bag 
struck an air current which carried it 
due’ north. 

Melba has a capacity of 29,000 
cubic feet. It is the same balloon in 
which Heimann and Berry sailed int» 
a terrific storm two weeks ago.

Gus Schultz, tall, red-haired, freckled 
and 14 years old, is the ally who stands 
by Malinda against the combined forces 
of the police department. 

He lives at 2908A Lemp avenue, next 
door to the *Dierberger home, on the 
second floor of which Malinda Dierber- 
ger’s burglar “burgled.” ~~ 

“Sure It’s the Truth.” 

“Sure, Malinda’s telling the ti.” 
said Gus. “Didn't I see the burglar pull 
down the curtain? I was sitting on the 
porch right across from Malinda’s 
house. I heard Malinda holler. She 
called her mamma twice. Then I saw 
a man come to the window and pull 
down the curtain. I couldn’t see his 
face, but he had on a gray coat.” 

Gus is one of the links that the po- 
lice failed to add to their chain of evi- 
dence when they were busy trying to 
discredit Malind¢’s story.

Papa is away then and 
mamma takes care of our stationery 
store downstairs. My room is on the 
second floor and a door opens into it 
from a hallway.

Lying on my bed with my head 
to the south I can see in the mirror 
the reflection of mamma's wardrobe 
which is onthe oppesite side eof her 
room. I can also see the door opening 
from the outer hall into my roem. 

“I had been lying down only a few 
minutes when I heard the hall door 
open. I must have been almost asleep 
because when I looked at the door there 
wasn't anybedy there. The burglar 
aoe have been quick as a cat. Some- 

ched over the head of my bed 
cae pte a handkerchief ever my mouth. 
Before the knot was tied I calied mam- 
ma twice but she didn’t hear me.

STAGE IS NOW 33.3 IN. 


Osage River Is Unknown 
Quantity in Situation Be- 
cause Wires Are Down. 

Weather Forecaster Burrows thinks 

the river may reach a stage of 34.5 feet 

by Thursday. At 9 a. m. Tuesday the 
reading was 83.3 feet, a rise of about 
sixteen inches in 24 hours. The water 
is rising more slowly Tuesday than on 


Monday. 
The weather forecaster says condi- 


tions are slightly more unfavorable 
Tuesday than on Monday night. The 
Osage River, which is discharging much 
flood water into the Missouri, remains 
an unknown quantity, telegraph wires 
being out of commission because of the 
high water. No reports from the.Osage 
had been received Tuesday morning for 
48 hours. 

“Now that the rivers are full and 
overflowing and the ground is water 
soaked, every rain counts more than it 
would under normal conditions, in ac- 
celerating the rise,’” says the  fore- 
caster. 

River Front Tracks Under. 

Flood conditions along the St. Louis 
Levee present the usual aspect incident 
to a stage of 33 feet of water, with the 
surface railroad tracks submerged and 
most of the basements of buildings 
fronting the river filled with water. 
Water reached the ground floors of sey- 
eral buildings at the foot of Morgan 
street Monday afternoon. Between 
Vine street and Washington avenue 
other first floors are wet. 

East St. Louis is in no danger from 
overflow, according to those ‘who have 
studied flood conditions. The § levee 
near the waterworks, which usually 
breaks at about 36 feet, can stand 38 
feet this year, the Wiggins Ferry Co. 
heaving raised its tracks about three 
feet since last year’s June flood, ma- 
terilally strengthening the embankment. 

At fhe stockyards it is believed that 
the embankments; will hold out up to 
a 38-foot stage. Indian: Lake, north of 

ast St. Louis, is raising rapidly. ® 

Cahokia Is in Danger, 

The old village of Cahokia, ‘sonth of 
East St. Louis, is in danger of being 
inundated. Another foot of water, the 
residents believe, will ‘flood the town. 
Back water in Prairie De Pot Creek, 
which is a part of the new drainage 
canal under construction, broke through 
tthe embankment Monday night and is 
flooding the low farm lands. Cahokia 
residents have begun moving their 
household. goods to higher ground in 
expectation of water in their houses 
when the low lands fill up. 

To reach East St. Louis from that 
direction the water must break through 
two levees, the old Conlogue levee and 
the lllinois Central embankment. It 
would require a stage of about 40 feet, 
oretwo feet above the great flood of 
1903, to inundate East St. Louis from

San Francisco Prisoner Said to 
Have Confessed He Is 
Madson. — 





SAN FRANCISCO, July 13.—Christian 
C. Johnson, sentenced yesterday at San 
Jose to serve seven years in the peni- 
tentiary for bigamy, is reported to have 
confessed that he is John Madson, want- 
ed in many parts of the country for il- 
legal marriages and systematical swin- 
dling of women under promise of mar- 
riage. 

Johnson's alleged confession, which is 
printed today, in a local newspaper, is 
so full of inconsistencies and so at 
variance with statements he has made 
since his arrival in this city. last week, 
that the police authorities are not in- 
clined to give it credence. 

In this ‘‘confession’’ Johnson is quoted 
as saying, “I quit my business of buying 
horses, and from that day to this I 
have been making my living by marry- 
ing and making love to women, getting 
their money and then deserting them. 

One of the most amazing stories is 
told of his making love to ten wom- 
en at one time. in Portland, Ore. 
While he admits that he got money 
from most of his wives and that his 
marriages were part of a get-rich- 
quick system, Johnson is quoted as 
saying that in every instance he spent 
the money he received on the woman 
herself. “They kept me broke all the 
time,’’ is the way he expresses it. 

Bought Army Horses, 

Johnson was born in Germany and 
coming’ to this country in the °’70s, 
got a position with the United States 
Government buying horses fdr the 
army on commission. This took him 
all over the country. At first he 
says, he wgs a woman hater because 
he had baén separated from a sweet- 
heart in Gerinany, who died later. 

He married the first of his many 
wives, it is stated, in Springfield, 
Mass., in 1906. She was Mrs. Mary 
Brown, ae 

“I married one woman under the 
name of Jchn Madson,” Johnson is 
said to have stated. ‘“‘Her name was 
Jones, if I remember right, Edna 
Jones. I got $1800 from her because 
she said she loved me_ I could have 
got $50,000.”

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
MANILA, July 13.—While official de- 


tailed acounts of the last fight of Jikiri, 
the famous Moro outlaw chieftain, who 
was killed and his band exterminated 
in a pitched battle near Patian on the 
Island of Jolo, July 5, have not been 
received, several brief dispatches and a 
letter or two from American officers 
who fought against the outlaw give a 
fairly complete story of the fight. 


Hunted from place to place by the 

regulars ‘and constabulary, who had 
heen in close pursuit for days, Jikiri, 
with seven followers, two women and 
one child, took refuge in a cave that 
pierced the side of the crater of an 
extinct volcano. Here the outlaws gath- 
ered to make their last stand. 
_. As the soldiers came up the scouts 
located the party and the _ troops 
worked their way around the place un- 
til it was entirely surrounded and there 
was no chancé for escape. 

Capt. George L. Bryam of the Sixth 
Cavalry, who commanded the attacking 
force, then ordered a white flag dis- 
played and through his interpreter 
called upon Jikirl to surrender. The 
outiaw refused and declined also to ac- 
cept a safe conduct for the women of 
his party who remained with the band 
and bore their share of the fighting. 


Terrific Shell Fire Opened. 
Capt. Byram ordered up the guns and 


@ terrific shell fre was opened on the 
cave. The missiles broke above and 
around the opening, but the ledge pro- 
tected those inside from the fire of the 
guns and little damage was inflicted. 


Storming parties worked their way 
up the steep slope and, finding footing 
on the ledge, endeavored to rush the 
larger entrance to the cave. The fight- 
ing for a few minutes was desperate, 
but the outlaws drove their assailants 
back by a savage spear charge. 

The soldiers were not to be complete- 
ly routed, however, and taking up their 
posts at the end of the ledge, they 
poured a terrible rifle fire into the 
“mouth of the cave, the bullets glancing 
from the walls and their showers and 
splinters of rock fell among the be- 
sieged. 

Jikiri himself singled out Lieut. Ar- 
thur H. Wilson of the Sixth Cavalry, 
who commanded one section of the at- 
tacking party. Dashing out of the cave 
the outlaw slung himself upon the 
American before Wilson could raise his 
pistol. With one hand gripping the of- 
ficer’s hair, the bandit slashed at his

neck with the heavy native knife he 
carried, endeavoring to behead him. 
Wilson Saved by Comrade. 

Lieut. Joseph A. Baer of the Sixth 
Cavairy saw his comrade’s peril and 
dashed to his aid. As Jikiri swung back 
the knife to strike again, Baer shot, 
him dead and Wilson dropped to the 
ground. It is feared that Wilson will 
be incapacitated for further service in 
the army, as the muscles and chords 
of his neck were severed by the ban- 
dit’s knife. 

Writing of the fight, American offi- 
cers say that in the desperate hand-te- 
hand encounter on the narrow ledge 
some of the assailants may have been 
wounded by their own fire. In their 
anxiety to save each other, they were 
forced to shoot quickly and high-power 
rifles at close range, which are doubly 
dangerous, as the bullets will plow 
through several men. 

Hundreds of friendly Moros saw the 
fight at close range. They perched 
among the rocks, where they could see 
the ledge, and not a movement of the 
combatants escaped their eves. Many 
of them believed that Jikiri bore a 
charmed skin, impregnable to knife and 
bullet. They would not be convinced 
that he was dead until they saw and 
felt his body.

Cavalry, died 
from wounds received in action July 10.

Afraid Terminal Opposition 
Will Endure. 


CONFIDENCE IN APPEAL 


Illinois Corporation Sure Su- 
preme Court Will Allow 
Them to Enter City. 


Disregarding the the opposition of the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association, engineers of 
the McKinley traction interests are g0- 
ing right ahead with their plans for en- 
tering St. Louts, according to the state- 
ment of George W. Burton, general 
counsel of the company, to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. Mr. Burton has been 
in conference with E. C. Crow, St. Louls 
attorney of the company, and R. J. 
Smith, who has general charge of the 
company’s construction work. 

“It can be stated positively that the 
McKinley system will be running its 
cars into\St. Louis within the next eight 
months. ‘ 

“The controversy with the Ter- 
minal Association will in no wise in- 
terfere with the arrangements we have 
under way. I do not wish to disclose 
our plans at this time. 

“T am sure the decision of the St. 
Louis circuit courts, that we cannot 
build a viaduct over the [erminal tracts 
at Salisbury street, would not be sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court. 

“At the same time, it would cause 
considerable delay to prosecute this lit- 
igation, as the court will soon take its 
summer recess, and we could not hope 
for a decision until late in the fall, 

“Our bridge across the river is prac- 
tically complete, with the exception of 
the superstructure, which can be built 
in a few months. 

“Will the McKinley system lower 
freight and passenger rates across the 
river?’ Mr. Burton was askcd. 

“That is a matter necessarily in the 
hands of the traffic department. It 
is a pretty good guess to say the rates 
will be reduced. 

“For one thing, we will eer passen- 
gers between St. Louis and Granite 
City, East St. Louls and other voints 
on the East side for five cents, whereas 
I believe, the present rate on cars is 
10 cents, and on trains 25 cents. 

Mr. Burton’s headquarters are at 
Champaign, Tl. He was tin attendance 
Monday afternoon at the hearing before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
regarding the relations of the coal com- 
panies with the railroads in Southern 
Illinois territory.

ACH CHINESE}: 


Oriental Found Dead—Head 
and Feet in Tubs of Scald- 
ing Water. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
NEW YORK, July 13.—Through the 


arrest of two young white women, the 
police expect, to solve the mystery 
which has surrounded the tragic mur- 
der of Ung Gow, a Chinese laundry- 
man high in the councils of the Ong 
Leong Tong. Ung Gow was struck on 
the head and his body found on the 
morning of July 1, in two washtubs 


filled with scalding water, his head 
and shoulders in one, and his legs in 
the other. 

On inforrfation of a Chinese spy con- 
nected with the Police Department, de- 
tectives have arrested one young white 
woman, of whom it was known that 
Ung Gow was very fond. They are 
looking for a white man who is said 
to have depended upon this girl for 
support. 

The night the murder is believed to 
have been committed, Ung Gow told 
this white woman that he had several 
hundred dollars in his bunk back of 
his laundry, with which he proposed 
the following day to pay an indebted- 
ness on his business. 

This same night the white man whom 
the police are seeking, demanded a sum 
of money from the girl, and, according 
to the Chinese spy, she told him the 
secret of Ung Gow’'s hoard. 

The other white girl under arrest is 
a chum of the former, and was with 
her the night that the Chinese money 
was discussed. 

The two women, with an 18-year-old 
boy with whom they were dining, when 
arrested in a Chinese restaurant, were 
taken to headquarters to be questioned.

The action of Mise Mary E. Stewart 
of Pittsburg, in slipping over into Can- 
ada and thus avoiding a subpena as a 
witness, is a great disappointment to 
Sutton’s friends, as they feel certain 
that she could tell much that would be 
of great value in clearing up the mys- 
tery of his death. There have been re- 
ports that Sutton and the young womar 
were engaged to be married, but they 
have failed of confirmation either in 
Washington or Annapolis.

Fanell reached for the brand new re- 
volver he had bought to carry on his 
rural route, and rushed to the rescue.

Mrs. Cordelia Carrington of St. Louis 
was found sane Tuesday by a lunacy 
commission at Washington, Ind., which 
investigated her father’s statement that 


she had lost her mind. through grief 


over separation from her 22-months-old 
baby, now with its father at 3336 Wash- 
ington avenue. 

Dispatches to the Post-Dispatch from 
Washington state that Drs. C. H. Yenne 
and R. S. Mitchell, the medical exam- 
iners, found that the young mother was 
suffering from a severe nervous Strain, 
probably caused by worrying over the 
separation from her child, but that her 
mind was sound. 

Arthur A. Carrington, 
is a young woodworker. He told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Tuesday that Mrs. 
Carrington had never shown any af- 
fection for the baby and that he did not 
see how scparation from it could have 
unbalanced her mind. 

Carrington said he and Cordelia Woods 
were married at Washington three years 
ago, and that two days later they 
quarreled. After a year they separated, 
and he came to St. Louis, where his 
parents live at the Washington avenue 
house. 


Reconctiled, Then Separated. 
The two were reconciled after a 


time, and Mrs. Carrington Game here 
to live with her husband. They quar- 
reled often, and Carrington’s parents 
suggested that they return to the In- 
djana town and see if they could get 
along better there. 

Another separation followed, and Car- 
rington returned to St. Louis, he says, 
His wife followed him here, but a 
month ago left him again. 

“She neglected the baby and her 
housework,’’ Carrington declared. “Af- 
ter she left me the last time, she wrote 
to me, begging me to take her back 
and saying she would try to do better, 
but I won't have her.’ She doesn’t care 
about me or the baby either, and it's 
useless for us to try to get along.”’

Tritschler, who was an acquaintance 
of young Henry Deveaux, the bank 
clerk who committed suicide over a 
loye affair a few weeks ago, was em- 
ployed as a stock clerk by a wholesale 
shoe company. According to his rela- 
tives, he had made no threats te com- 
mit suicide. 

When he went home at 6 p. m. Mon- 
day he ate dinner with the other mem- 
bers of the family. In the evening he 
was alone with his mother. . He told her 
he was going into the house for a few 
minutes.. He was not gone long until 
his mother heard him groaning. He 
was lying on the bed with a half-empty 
four-ounce bottle of carbolic acid near, 
and died before a physician could be 
called. 

Some of his friends think Déeveaux’s 
act caused him te take his own life. 
Both families scout this idea. 

The Coroner will hold an inquest to de- 
termine if possible whether the boy took 
the acid by mistake or with suicidal 
intent, after which the funeral will be 
held in the St. Paul Evangelical Lu- 
theran Church, Prairie and Von Phul 
avenues.

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REFEREE TAFT. 


The two most important men in the tariff con- 
ference committee are Senator Aldrich, the prac- 
tieal framér of the Senate bill, and Representative 
Payne, who is responsible for the House Dill. 
The two bills differ so widely in many points that 
an agreement between these two seems @& dif- 
ficult accomplishment. As a matter of fact, 
they represent two sides of an acute issue. Sen- 
ator Aldrich represents the stand-patters and 
the upward revisionists. Representative Payne 
is the leader of the downward revisionists. A 
compromise between these levels would be a vic- 
tory for the “stand-patters.” 

But the defeat for revision downward would 
be a serious outcome for the Republicans of the 
House and for the Republican national organ- 
ization. It might result in the defeat of suffi- 
cient Republican representatives to deprive the 
party of the control of the next Congress and 
endanger the next presidential campaign. The 
House Republicans cannot afford to surrender to 
the Aldrich senatorial clique. — 

But there is another factor in the conference. 
President Taft is the referee of the two contend- 
ing forces. 

He has the veto power. Neither side can pre- 
vail without his consent. If he does not ap- 
prove the work of the conference, both Senate 
and House fail and all of the labors of the extra 
session will be vain. The Republican party will 
be placed in an extremely embarrassing and dan- 
gerous position. In the subsequent appeal to the 
country the President would be pitted against 4 
large and influential element of the party. 

The ‘President has assumed the responsibility 
for the corporation tax. Whether he assumes 
it or not, the people will charge him with re- 
sponsibility for tariff revision. He interpreted 
the party’s tariff plank as a pledge for revision 
downward. He promised that the tariff would 
be revised downward. He called the extra ses- 
sion for that purpose. The outlining of party 
policy rests with him. 

President Taft cannot compel Congress to pass 
any law. He is not justified in dictating con- 
gressional action, but as the head of his party 
and the chief executive of the ‘nation partici- 
pating in legisletion, he is expected to exert a 
potent influence in shaping the administration’s 
legislative policy. A surrender to Aldrich would 
brand the Taft administration as weak and sub- 
servient to the influence of privileged interests. 
A triumph of genuine tariff revision would dis- 
tinguish it as strong, faithful to its party 
pledges and loyal to popular interests.

FULTON AND THE -§8ZEAMBOAT. 
From the New York World. 

While Fulton himself denied that he 
was the originator of the idea of pro- 
velling vessels by steam, many Ameri- 
cans, partly as a fault of their his- 
torians and partly from’a too careless 
habit in regard to minor facts, where 
one great factor achievement stands 
out prominently, sometimes talk and 
write as though Fulton was the original 
inventor of steam navigation und the 
Clermont, launched in 1807, the first 
boat to illustrate his achievement. Such 
is not the fact. Four years before the 
Clermont steamed up the Hudson, Ful- 
ton had constructed a small steamboat 
which was tried out on the Reine. 
A Frenchman, DesBlanc, made a similar 
experiment about the same time, but 
without noticeable success. In response 
& DesBlanc’s claim for priority in the 
idea Fulton wrote: 

“Let M. DesBlanc reassure himself. 
If it is a question of profit, of lucre, 
I shall enter into no competition. It 
is not on the rivulets of France, but 
on the great rivers of my own coun- 
try, that I shall carry out my naviga- 
tion. Is it a question of invention? 
Neither M. DesBlanc nor I invented the 
steamboat. If that glory belongs ito 
anyone, it is to the author of. the ex- 
periment at Lyons—of the experiments 
made in 1782 on the Saone.” 

The man who made the experiments 
Fulton thus referred to, and to whom 
he ascribed the c.ief glory of the ‘in- 
vention, was also a Frenchman, Claude 
Francois Dorothee, sdén of the Marquis 
de Jouffray d’Albaris. To Jouffray, 
therefore, must be ascribed a priroity 
of at least twenty years in the matter 
or the steamboat, and had he had the 
means at hand it is probable he would 
have carried his invention to the prac- 
tical stage many years before the Cler- 
mont steamed up the Hudson &and there- 
by opened a new era in navigation. 

In view of Fulton’s great achieve- 
ment, not only in making the steam- 
boat a practical invention, but in many 
other things, Americans can well afford

MAS, DUN FIN 
BY THE CUSTOMS 
CIALS, PAYS 


Widow of Head of Commer- 
cial Agency Refusedsto 
Make Declaration. 








NEW YORK, July 13.—Through what 
the customs officials believe to have 
been the obstinacy of Mrs. R.-G. Dun, 
in refusing to declare a lot of foreign 
purchases while a passenger on the 
North German Lloyd steamship Kron- 
pring Wilhelm, which arrived here June 
29, last, it was learned yesterday that 
Collector Loeb, besides assessing the 
regular duty of 60 per cent on $2000 worth 
of gowns purchased abroad, levied an 
additional fine of 50 per cent of the 
amount for her failure to declare. So 
Mrs. Dun, widow of the head of a com- 
merciay agency, had to pay $2200. 

When the declarations of passengers 
were handed to the deputy collector who 
boarded the Kronprinz Wilhelm at Quar- 
antine, he found written on the one 
on whic’. should have apreared Mrs. 
Dun’s list of dutiable purchases, “I will 
not make a declaration.’’ 

No further e: planation of Mrs. Dun’s 
disobedience of the customs regulations 
was vouchsafed, nor did the deputy col- 
lector seek one. When the baggage was 
drawn from the ship’s hold the inspec- 
tor found that Mrs. Dun had departed, 
but had left a maid with a thousand 
dollars to pay whatever duty might be 
assessed. 

A cursory examination of the trunks 
disclosed the fact that there was much 
dutiable- merchandise in them. Since 
the owner had made no declaration there 
was nothing for the inspector to do but 
order the trunks sent to the public stores 
for appraisement. There a valuation of 
$2000 was placed on their contents.

NEW YORK, July 13—In a steaming 
fog the steamer Pegasus struck the 
steamer Phoebus at 6 o’clock last night 
in the harbor, a few minutes after she 
left voney Island.

WORK DONE BY MEN OF 40 


Suggested That Carrie Nation Re- 
mind Him She Is Exception 
to Famous “Old” Rule.

BALTIMORE, Md., July 13.—Dr. Wil- 
liam Osler was 6 years old yesterday, 
but his friends and admirers at Johns 
Hopkins University ar> informed that 
the famous physician ana ~“cientist has 
not chloroformed himself, that he never 
was more vigorous in brain and body 
than now. 

Dr; ‘Osler was quoted all over the 
world as saying in a lecttre at Johns 
Hopkins: 

“Any man of 60 years of age should 
be chloroformed or retired.’’ 

He often has denied that he said so, 
insisting that he only quoted Anthony 
Trollope’s novel, “The Fixed Period,’”’ 
“‘whose plot hinges on the admirable 
schemes of a college in which at 60 men 
retire for a year of contemplation be- 
fore a peaceful departure by chloro- 
form.”’ 

But, himself approaching 60, Dr. Osler 
said: 

“Criticisms of me have not shaken my 
conviction that the telling work of the 
world has been done and is done by 
men under 4 years of age. The excep- 
tions which have been given only illus- 
trate the ru:e. 

“It would be for the general good if 
men at 60 years were removed from 
active work. We should miss the ener- 
gies of some young old men, but on the 
whole it would be of greatest service to 
the sexagenerians themselves.”’ 

Dr. Osler’s friends suggest that some 





young-old women like Dr. Mary Walker } 


and Carrie Natiqn and some men be- 
yond 60 and as youthful as ever should 
send him birthday gifts reminding him 
that it is he, not they, who feels the 
weight of age, that they are the shin- 
ing exceptions to his rule.

Bryan today addressed a letter to Presi- 
dent Taft, asking him to allow the peo- 
ple to vote on popular election of sena- 
tors. Mr. Bryan says: 

To President Taft—Now that th 
states are going to vote on the rati- 
fication of the amendment specific- 
ally authorizing an income tax, why 
not give them a chance to vote an 
amendment providing for the election 
of United States senators by popular 
vote? 

In your speech of accéptance you 
said that you were personally in- 
clined to favor such a change in the 
Constitution. 

Would this not be an opportune 
time to present the subject to Con- 
gress? Two constitutional amend- 
ments, one authorizing an income 
tax and the other providing for the 
popular election of senators, would 
make your administration memorable, 
and I pledge you whatever assist- 
ance I can render in securing the 
ratification of the#ge amendments.

TAFT PLAYS NEW ROLE AS 
“WHITE HOUSE BACHELOR”

(By ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 


WASHINGTON, Juty  13.—President 
Taft, the summer “bachelor” of the 
White House, is sharing the fate of 
many other Government officials and 
Washington residents whose families 
have gone away to mountains or sea- 
st.cre. The President is taking the situ- 
aation philosophically, doesn’t “seem 
greatly to mind the hot weather, and 
is reading daily letters from Beverly 
which tell.of the rapid improvement in 
Mrs. Taft’s health. : 


Living bachelor fashion at the White 
House is not fraught with the same 
discomforts that beset the mere man 
who has his home “closed up en him” 
when his wife goes away and is com- 
pelled to seek food and lodgings as best 
he may. The President and Mrs. Taft 
divided the White House ‘‘help’’ when 
the occupancy of the Beverly cottage 
was begun, so the President is well 
taken care of, and domestic affairs at 
the White House run on much the same. 


The President, however, allowed Mrs. 
Taft to take the “first cook’’ to Beverly, 
while he makes himself content with the 
“second cook.”” The second cook is a 
legacy from the Roosevélt administra- 
tion, a negro girl named Mary, who 
hails from Virginia, and whose sway 
over the White House kitchens now is 


re 





complete. Mary has few peers as a 
cook in any matter gastronomic, but 
as is to be supposed, she is at her best 
when frying chickens and making hoe 
cakes. 

The President is entertaining many 
luncheons and dinner guests during his 
bachelor days, and the second cook is 
providing menus which few imported 
chefs could hope to equal. 

The President has happily solved the 
problem of disposing of the long even- 
ings by taking automobile rides about 
the city and suburbs. He usually starts 
out on these trips about 9:30 o'clock, 
returning to the White House at ll or 
later. Capt. Archibald Butt, the Presi- 


dent's aide, is always his companion on} 


these journeys, and usually the Presi- 
dent telephones an invitation to some 
Cabinet officer,-Senator or Representa- 
tive, and stops at the latter’s house or 
club to pick him up. 

Arising at avont 7 o'clock the Presi- 
dent devotes nearly an hour to dumb 
bells, pulley weights and other forms 
of exercise prescribed for him. He 
breakfasts slowly, and usually alone,

Half, if not more ‘pf the babies, are 
already dwarfed when they reach the

As the Mound 
City, Centrals and North Sides of Quin- 
cy, Ill., cressed the nnish line closely 
bunched there was a mix-up. Hardly 
three feet separated the bows of the 
Central and Mound City boats after the 
start of this race. meferee Hermdor- 
fer called the race no contest, but as 
he had fired the starting gun, the judges 
refused to pay any attention to his 
statement, and awarded the race to the 
Mound Citys.

“Stanley Robison was the head of the 
club, but he wanted to run things him- 
se. If he had kept away and left 
things alone and in my hands I think the 
result would have been different. I do 
not say that I would have been away 
up in the race at that time. But I do 
claim that I was getting to that point 
where I had a team that would be fight- 
ing for the pennant. To prove that, look 
at the men whom I developed from 
youngsters. There was Jimmy Murray, 
Raymond, Fromme, Konetchy, Byrne, 
Sallee, Charles, Shaw and Delehanty, all 
youngsters who proved themselves stars 
of the first magnitude. 
“Had these men been kept together 
and a little strengtn added the team 
would have been one of the best in the 
National League. The Boston Ameri- 
cans were shot. to pieces when the old 
members began to fall away, and the 
same can ,be said of the Philadelphia 
Athletica. You will notice that Connie 
Mack has-built up the Athletics with 
young players, and Boston has done the 
same. 
“These teams are now among the 
strongest in the American League. 
Jimmy McAleer is a competent base- 
ball man, but probably it would be bet- 
ter of he were a little more aggres- 
sive.
